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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 10/23/2003 has been entered. Claims 1-17, 29 and 35 are pending. 
Upon further consideration the restriction requirement mailed 09/23/2003 is withdrawn. A new 
restriction requirement is set forth below. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17 and 29, drawn to a method of treating or preventing inflammation by 
administering an antibody that binds TNF-y-P protein, classified in class 424, 
subclass 130.1. 

II. Claim 35, drawn to a method of killing a cell of hematopoietic origin by 
contacting the cell with a TNF-y-p protein, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are directed to related processes. The related inventions are distinct if 
the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially 
different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in 
scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. 
See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed are not capable of use 
together or have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and the inventions as claimed are 
not obvious variants. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping 
subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
inflammatory bowel disease, encephalitis, atherosclerosis, psoriasis, and graft versus host 
disease. The species are independent or distinct because each of the diseases or disorders is 
distinct and each involves a distinct tissue. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-6 and 11-17 generic.
